kansas must make a "personal 
commitment of his own time" 
to fight the problem. 


He commended the society 


for initiating a series of region- 
al drug education programs.

first to apply for and receive 
funds for drug abuse education 
under 
a 
bill 
that

passed both houses of Congress. 


The bill, co-authored by Pry- 


or, is awaiting the president's 
signature. 


The bill would allocate $56 


million over a three-year period 
for drug education and would 
permit local agencies to con- 
trad v. ith the U.S. Department.

Roman Curia—the central of- 
fices of the Roman Catholic 
Church—and the secret "con- 
claves" of cardinals, the only 
men permitted to vote for a 
Pope.

sheculation about a possible re- 
tirement by the Pope himself, 
who is 73. 


The Pope's order came in a 


Motu Proprio—a document by 
his own hand. It nollows by four 
years a dramatic appeal by the 
Pope to bishops to voluntarily 
retire from active office at the 
age of 75. 


Since then there has been talk 
never commented upon by the 
Vatican—that the Pope may be 
thinking of retiring himself. To- 
day's order reinforced' this idea. 
Paul's two immediate predeces- 
sors, Pius XII and John XXIII, 
both died in office above the age 
of 80. 


Other cardinals affected in- 


clude Afredo Ottaviani, former 
secretary of the 
congregation 


for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
who is 80, and Amleto Cicogna- 
ni, former Vatican secretary of 
state, who is 87. 


"It has seemed to us," Pope 


Paul wrote," that the superior 
goodness of the Church de- 
mands to consider the problem 
of advanced age even in connec- 
tion with the eminent office of 
cardinal, for which many times 
in the past we have given proof 
of special care. 


"It is an office having particu- 


larly grave and delicate roles, 
because of its singular connec- 
tion with our supreme responsi- 
bility at the service of the entire 
Church, as well as its high re- 
sponsibility when the Apostolic 
See is vacant." 


The Pope said he would con- 


tinue to "count on the counsel 
and prayers of all the cardinals, 
without distinction."

Rodgers. 


The program was exceptional 


and had a fine nostalgic air 
about it. It honored the compos- 
er for his half century as a mu- 
sic man in an extravagant pro- 
duction in the Hollywood Bowl, 
a huge amphitheatre that ap- 
peared packed with enthusiastic 
Rodgers fans. 


Since the man composed so 


many songs in so many theatri- 
cal hits, it was impossible to do 
more than hit a few of the high 
spots in the time. There are un- 
doubtedly thousands of viewers 
today complaining mildly that a 
favorite—like some songs from 
"South Pacific"—were practi- 
cally ignored. 


While the dramatic setting 


gave the program glamor and 
importance, the big stage also 
resulted in some lost production 
and sound values for the home 
viewer. 


The form of the program was 


to pick one show—and its hit 
tunes—from each decade of 
Rodgers1 work. It started with 
the 1926 "Girl Friend," with 
Cass Elliot in flapper garb the 
not too happy choice to sing the 
title song. 


Johnny Mathis and the Len- 


non sisters did several numbers 
from 
the 
1930s "Babes in 


Arms." "Oklahoma" and all its 
familiar music followed with 
John Davidson carrying the ma- 
jor tunes. Jeannie C. Riley (of 
"Harper Valley, P. T. A.") was 
out of her element singing "Peo- 
ple Will Say We're in Love." 


Shirley Jones and Herschel 


Bernard!, however, were great 
in some bits from "The King 
and I." And everybody was on 
stage with a huge chorus of 
dancers for a "Sound of Music" 
resume. There was a sharp let- 
down at -ftp end with Danny 
Kaye of "Two by Two," Rodg- 
ers' new Broadway musical, ap- 
pearing in street clothes for a 
short number from the show. 


It was the beginning of a most 


rewarding evening of television 
for viewers willing to do a little 
dial twisting. The Educational 
Network's 
"Civilisation" con- 


centration on great Italian art- 
ists and architects of the 16th 
and 17th century when the Vati- 
can was built. The camera 
work, inside and outside the 
great buildings was superb and 
Kenneth Clark was delightful in 
his knowledgeable 
and witty 


commentary. 


While the emphasis of this re- 


markable series is on the art of 
Western 
civilization, 
Clark 


moves easy around in the areas 
of history, politics, religions— 
and occasionally tosses in pro- 
vocative opinions of his own.

The large intestine or co-

Anger, hostility or re- 
sentment and guilt cause in- 
creased action of the colon 
and the glands in the walls 
pour out increased amounts 
of mucus.

The tragedy of Man: He starts off with a Country - and winds up with a Government! 


Galley Yet 
to Be Linked 
to Massacre

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 


the court-martial of Li. William 
L. Galley Jr. resumes today 
with the Army prosecutor yet to 
offer evidence directly linking 
him with slaughter at the ill-fat- 
ed hamlet of My I^i. 


The stocky little reddish-blond 


lieutenant, who led an infantry 
platoon in a combat sweep of 
My Lai March 16, 1968, is ac- 
cused of murdering, or directing 
his men to murder, 102 unarmed 
men, women and children. 


Not one of the witnesses who 


testified for the prosecution the 
first week of the court martial 
has been able to say for sure 
that he saw Galley at My Lai, a 
hamlet little more than two 
miles inland from the South Chi- 
na Sea. 


Not one has testified that he 


saw Galley kill anyone. 


Most of the witnesses who 


have testified were with either 
the 3rd Platoon of Charlie Com- 
pany—Galley commanded the 
1st—or with mortar or artillery 
observer teams attached to the 
company for the My Lai as- 
sault. 


The 3rd Platoon initially was 


held in reserve to protect the 
helicopters carrying troops to 
the My Lai landing zone. 


Platoon 
members 
testified 


they stormed into My Lai and 
armed with three times their 
usual load of ammunition, ex- 
pecting to meet the crack Viet 
Cong 48th Battalion and instead 
encountered no hostile fire. 


No members of the 2nd Pla- 


toon or of Calley's 1st Platoon, 
who first entered the village on 
the sweep, have testified. 


One of the specific acts with 


which Galley is charged is the 
murder of 30 Vietnamese civil- 
ians along a dirt trail. Another 
is ordering 70 Vietnamese civil- 
ians into a ditch, then assisting 
with M16 automatic rifle fire in 
a cold-blooded execution. 


The ^7-year-old 
defendant 


faces a maximum penalty of 
death if convicted on the mur- 
der charges. 


The chief Army prosecutor, 


Capt. Aubrey Daniel III, last 
week handed each My Lai eye- 
witness a cardboard-backed col- 
or picture of bodies strewn 
along a dirt trail.

January are equal—but they'll 
soon find out that some are 
more equal than others. 


Though all 10 will become sen- 


ators the same date, the Senate 
Rules Committee has already 
prepared a seniority listing to 
help in such things as selecting 
offices, parking places and Sen- 
ate desks. 


It's a system that has been 


used for more than a quarter of 
a century. 


Thus, Hubert H. Humphrey of 


Minnesota, returning to the Sen- 
ate after a six-year absence, 
will be No. 91, while Lawton 
Chiles Jr. of Florida will be No. 
100. 


One new senator, Adlai E. 


Stevenson III of Illinois, occu- 
pied his seat last Tuesday, since 
he was elected to fill the last 
four years of the term of the 
late Everett M. Dirksen. Steven- 
son is now No. 100, but in Janu- 
ary he will outrank his fellow 
newcomers as No. 90. 


For those who take office the 


same date, they are ranked in 
this order:

York

Chiles. 


Within each 
category,
